His Power is chiefly! extended and aggrandized by the Spiritual Con- 
ueſts made by theſe Miſſionaries in the moſt diſtant Countries, where 
4 antient Romans carried their Eagles, and much farther, even over 
a great part of the World that was unknown to their eceſſors. 
This Head of the Church, with his ſubordinate Members, whether 
Frieſts, Monks or Fryars; that is to ſay, thoſe in Orders or not in Or- 
ders, Who compoſe the Body of the Clergy, have been diſtinguiſnd 
from other Men, for ſome Ages paſt, by renouneing, by a ſolemn Vow 
call d the Celibat, or Vow of Chaſtity, all Carnal Multiplication of their 
Species, and embracing (as they ſay) the Purity and Holineſs of a Spi- 
ritual Life. To explain my ſelf more clearly, the Pope has impoſed it 
on all Prieſts and religious Perſons under whatever Denomination, above 
theſe 300 Mears, as a Duty inſeparable from, and incumbent on the 
Dignity of Prieſthood, to abſtain ſrom any Conjugal Tie; tho he gives 
them at the ſame Time the Power to join together the two Lay-Sexes, 
for e of Mankind. Nevertheleſs, they are none of 
them admitted into the Order of Prieſthood, with any Imperfection as 
to their Sex, no more than the Egyptians in former Times, without be- 
ing initiated into the Rites of Priapus.

The principal and moſt conſiderable Piazzas in the City are, 
1. That which they call Piazza del Grand Duca, where is an Eque- 
ſtrian Statue in Braſs, larger than the Life, of Caſino the Firſt, upon a 
Marble Pedeſtal, adorned with Baſſo Relievos, repreſenting the Reduc- 
tion of Sienna, and its Submiſſion to that Prince.  _ FY 
2. That which they call Loggia dei Piſani, with the Statues of Judith 
in Braſs, andthe Rape of the Sabines, conſiſting of three Figures larger 
than the Life of one ſingle Piece of Marble, and that of Perſeus in Braſs, 
holding in his Hand the Head of Meduſa, admirably deſigned. This 
Place is equally magnificent and large; the Grand Duke cloathed in his 
moſt pompous Robes, graces it every Year with his Preſence on the 
23dof June, with all his Court, to receive the Annual Homage of his 
Governours, Magiſtrates, and other Officers of Towns under his Ju- 
riſdiction; this Homage confiſts in paſſing on Horſeback. before the 
Throne whereon his Highneſs is ſeated, as at a Review, and bowing 
their Bodies with their Heads uncovered, and preſenting ſome Piece of 
Gallantry as a Tribute, in Token of their Duty and Obedience. 
_. His Highneſs does the ſame Honour to the Piazza di Santa 
Maria Novella, where, on the 24th of the ſame Month, the ancient 
Roman Races are revivd, or perpetuated, in magnificent Chariots, each 
drawn by two Horſes. There are two fine Marble Obelisks erec- 
ted for Goals by the Great Duke Coſmo ; the Point or Addreſs wherein 
the Victory conſiſts, is in driving four Times round theſe two Goals 
with the greateſt Speed, paſſing neareſt to them, and avoiding them in 
the Manner ſpoken of by Horace in his firſt Ode. 
The Chariots are in Number four, they ſtart at the ſame Time, and 
ſometimes overthrow each other, to the great Advantage of him who 
'oyerturns the other, but very often to the great Hazard of the Perſon 
overturn d. The Præmium conſiſts. of a fine Brocade. They pretend 
chat chis Ceremony was inſtituted in Memory of this City's embracing 
This is the principal Theatre of the Carnival, eſpecially of rhe Di-

drain d her Wealth, by its Expences in maintaining Garriſons to de- 
ſend thoſe Conqueſts, and the Wars it has undertaken to preſerve them; 
but more eſpecially by neglecting its Commerce, which is the Life of 
all States; a Commerce which formerly was there in ſuch a flouriſhing 
Condition, and did ſo much enrich the Publick, that thoſe who pretended 
thar:the Philoſophical Stone is to be found, gave for a Proof of it, that 
Venice had it when it maintain'd ſuch numerous and powerful Armies, 
commanded even by Cadets of Sovereign Princes; for thoſe Perſons who 


had enrich d themſelves by Traffick, being intoxicated with their good 


Fortunes, and dazzled with the vain Ideas of barren Glory, left the 
certain for the uncertain, by drawing out their Money, which was then 
employ'd in Trade, and ſettling or rather burying it in Purchaſes on

One of 
theſe aſpir'd to the Order of Prieſthood, and intended to go to Jeruſalem,

chor d there before Midnight, having weather d a fierce Gale that might 
paſs for a Storm. The next Morning, I was charmd with the Beau- 
4 of the Port, which is the beſt in the Mediterranean, being ſafe, 
deep, and large enough for above 100 Men of War, and all that is re- 
markable in this little Kingdom, according to the Accounts which I

The Fryars our Paſſengers had ſome Viſits from thoſe of a Convent 
at Gibraltar, if one may call it viſiting to talk out of a Boat to a Ship, 
wichout either coming on Board, or permitting us to come to them; | 
they flung them ſome Refreſhments, as Oranges, dry'd Fruits, Figs, Rai- 
fins, Cc. We alſo bought ſome Fruits and Wine of the Inhabitants, 


who toſs'd them to us, and receiv'd our Money after the ſame Manner, 


without touching us; in ſhort, they treated us as if we were infected, 


tho we were better in Health aboard than they were in the City, where 
(as we heard) Fevers were very common; as for me, I had been quit 
of mine ever ſince our entring Port Mahon Harbour, and it ſeem d as 
if one Storm brought it, and another had carry d it away. In the 
mean while, the 18th in the Morning, a Land Breeze carried us out of 
the Bay, and rhen changing 12 the S. E. it brought us very briskly as 
high as Cape Sr. Vincent; when it abated, and became ſo weak, that on 


the 21ſt. about two in the Afternoon, we were afraid of another Calm; 


but about nine, it changing ro the South, and afterwards to the Weſt, 
was favourable enough to bring us on the 23d into Liclon Harbour. 
Tho I have not mentioned the Prayers and Litanies that were ſaid in 
this Veſſel, they were not neglected here any more than in the o- 
ther; and the YVirgin Mary, the Patrons of Venice and Portugal, and 
other Saints, that were ſo often invoked for a favourable Palfage, had 
now Thanks returned them with a great deal of Devotion, aſter having 
obtain d it; and our Fryars, who had ſerv d Ve. regularly as Chap:

I found nothing in Lisbon ro add to the Remarks of others, neither of 
its adyantageous Situation, the Beauties of irs Palaces, Churches, and 
other publick Edifices; neither will I ſay any thing againſt the Nar- 
rownefs of many of its Streets, for which they ma plead .the ſame 
Excuſe as at Genoa, tho they arc not in ſo, great a Number. One ſees 
many more on Horſeback, or Myles, than in Coaches; which ſeems to 
be a Cuſtom retained from the Moors, or an Imitation of the Eaſtern 
Nations; for they (eſpecially the Turks) never go in Coaches, not even 
the Grand __ himſelf, nor the Ottoman Sultans, or Tartars; with- 
out they are ſick, old, or Priſoners, as I ſhall obſerve elſewhere. .- 
In Portugal, they prefer Mules to Horſes, tho they have very good 
ones, and it is not at all extraordinary to ſee fix to a Coach, tho on- 
ly the King and Ambaſſadors may have this Number in the City; o- 
itt Perſons of Quality are not permitted to have more Ti four, bur 
T ſe. The Litters that 
ate generally carried by two of theſe Animals are only for People of 
Diſtinction, moſt commonly old Men or Women. Even the Fryars 
themſelves, except thoſe that make a Vow of Poverty and going bare- 
fook, ride generally on Horſeback, or upon Mules, in the Streets of 
Tae and chey brought rs heiß fine ones co the Pore for or Fellow:

The Janizary rode, according to their Cuſtom, before us well arni'd 


with a Musket and Cimeter on, which the Turis never wear bur hen 
they go into the Country or to War; beſides two Servants alſo well 
arm d, and Fowling Pieces to ſport with. We kept for a little While 
upon the Road which the Ancients call d' Va Militis, of which 

ſome Parts are ſtill pretty entire, where the Stones are ſquare; and as 
large as thoſe of the Via Appia or Emilia. The Soil, for the nioft 
part, is not very rich between Smyrna and Epheſus; it is flat and low 
as far as a Village call'd Tzerpehoy, where one meets with che Ruins 
of a great long old Wall well cemented, but which I knew not what 
to make of, ſo much had Time diſguis d the Building, of which it was 
heretofore a part. Here we roaſted one of three Hartes, and ſonie 
Woodcocks which we had kill d, and took up our Lodging for that 
Night; and the next Day we croſs d the remainder of a large Plain; 
in the midſt whereof this Village is ſituated; Here the Servants chatg d 

with Ball, after which we gain d the Top of ſome Mountains, inter- 


mingled with Woods, eſpecially Olive Trees, which yielded an agree- 


able Proſpect, and which (they ſaid) were ſometimes infeſted with 
Thieves, tho' we found iy wild Boars ; and our Servants firin * 
them, kill d a She one which had three little young ones, which ey 
alſo ſhot and rook away with them, leaying the Dam upon the Spor. 
We carried with us (as is uſual in Turkey, where Accommodations upon 
the Road is hard to be met with) a portable Kitchen and Cellar ; that 
is to ſay; Plates, Diſhes, and other Utenſils, with Pepper, Salt, Bur- 
ter, Bottles of Wine, dry'd Neats Tongues, Engliiſþ Cheeſe, &. in a 
ſort of Wallets calPd Heben. , e alt. SOSA 
About three Quarters of a League from pages we croſs d the River 
Cayſter, over an ancient Bridge, partly Mar 


which we came into a Plain ſurrounded by a Chain of Mountains in 
the ſhape of a Creſcent, the Horns whereof front the Sea Shore. 
This renown'd City, with the fineſt Temple that ever was, Conſe- 
crated to Diana, is reduced by the Changes it has met with in the 


Wars, and under the different Maſters it has had, to five or ſix miſera- 


ble Houſes inhabited by Greeks, and about as many by Twks, with 
a Caſtle for ſome few of theſe, a poor Church for the firſt; and a 


Moſque tolerably handſome for the latter, which (as they fay) was 


formerly a Church conſecrated to St. John; in ſhorr, tis nothing but 
a Chaos of Noble Ruins, which, with ſome Inſcriptions and Baſſo Re.

lieuo s, are the only Marks of its ancient Magnificent. 
I æſhall not add any thing to what Mr. Son and fo many other Tra- 
vellers have already ſaid of rheſe Ruins, only that chere are almoſt 


nothing but Subterraneous Vaults and Foundations remaining, of

| ox Wine, which was, as ſome of the gayeſt of that Robe call 
it, in ſpeaking of this good Liquor; or according to the Eaſtern Proverb, 


As handſome as the Papadia, or the Prieſt's Wife, becauſe they have 

nerally pretty Women as well as good Wine; and chat of our Land- 
lord was excellent, and deſerv'd the Name of Orthodox. The Greek 
Prieſts are generally the beſt Landlords amongſt the Chriſtians, for 
which one makes a Pceſent either to them or the Church, at taking 


We lay that Night at the Papa's, and upon going thence we 
return d the ſame way to Smyrna, Dined at the Village where we 
lodged: the Night before, ſending before us the Servants to get Dinner 
ready, that we might not be obliged to ſtay any longer than juſt 
to eat, and reach Smyrna that Evening, which we did, carrying with 
us as much Game as ſufficed for Supper, which che Servants had kill'd

in a manner riding Poſt, for we rode almoſt full ſpeed. | 


.  AStay of above four Months in this City gave me time enough to 
ſee all rhe Country about ir; which wou d furniſh me with ample Matter 
for Writing, if it had not already been ſufficiently deſcrib'd ro my Hand. 


About the beginning of May I went to viſit the Iſles of Sia, or Chio, 


Mytelene and Samos, of which one may ſay the. fame. Authors differ 
very much about the. Circumference of the firſt, ſome calling it 100, 
ſome 120, and others 130 Miles round; tis to be imagined: that the 
Vnevenneſs of its Coaſts and Peaks make it fo difficult to meaſure 
exactly. This Iſland is very fruitful in Wines; among which there is 
a Red ſort, which taſtes very like that of Monte Pulliciano in Tuſcany. 
It is call'd by the Natives Homer's Wine, and a Greek Papa with whom 


I lodg'd had fome which ſeem d to me even to furpaſs it; he encouraged 


me by his Example not to ſpare it, telling me that it coſt him but 4 Aſpras 
to lay it in his Cellar, and that twas this fine Wine which inſpir d Homer 
with his Noble Verſes. I told him that I wonder d the Greeks, who 
drink ſo much of it, cou d afford us no more of ſuch Verſes ; to which he 
anſwer d very plainly, that in loſing the Empire, they had loſt alſo the 
Sciences, by falling under a Government which did not encourage 
Learning by its Example. I reply d, that an evil Example ought not 
to be follow d, and that their Governors ſeem d to allow them both 
Liberty and Time enough for Study. He did not deny this, but gave 
me ſome other Reaſons and Excuſes for the Ignorance of his Nation, 
Which were ſo weak and little to the purpoſe, that they are not worth 
mentioning. This Ignorance cannot be greater, they having loſt even 
the Greek Language; What they ſpeak at preſent being as 2 —

@ Name which the Tarks have given ir, from the vaſt Quantity Which 
it yields of that Gum. The Grand Seignior reſerves this to himſelf 


as his Property, and exempts the Greeks who gather it from Tris 
bute; r elſe grants them particular Privileges, as to pay only half 


Caratrb or Capitation, or to wear the white Turbant like the Turks, &c. 
to encourage them to be faithful; he alſo ſends a Turt to overlook” 
them at the Time of gathering it, whom they don't fail to cheat, 
however watchful he is, tho the Puniſſiment, if they are diſcovered, _ 
for ſelling one ſingle Ozke, is being condemned to the Galleys; yer 
they offered clandeſtinely to ſell me 20 Ockes in one Village. Aſter 
the Court is furniſhed, the Officers of the Serag/io ſell what remains of 
the Portions aſſigned them to the Publick, and the ſuperfluous Remains. 
der is very conſiderable, ſince they gather every Year 80000 Ockes. 
The Trees whence the Maſtick diſtills, is calld in French, Lentiſque, - 
in Enghſb, Lentisk, from the Latin, Lentiſcus ; it grows in tlie Shape 
of a Dome, is buſhy, and much more in Circumference than in Height ;' 
the higheſt hardly arrives to a tall Man's Head; the Leaves are always

She had declared (as they ſaid afterwards) that it was her 
Intention, in caſe of her-Death's preventing her ——— chat 
they ſhou d keep the whole for ſaying Maſſes for the Reſt of her Soul, 
and this without the Knowledge of Prince Tetely ; the Reaſon where - 
of was (as may well be imagined) that this Prince being a Lutheran, 
and fearing no Pains between Death and Paradiſe, and having ſo much 
Occaſion for Money for his Temporal Affairs, wou'd' have diſſuaded 
her from being at ſo conſiderable Expence for Spirituals, or at leaſt 
would have made her very uneaſy about it. Only one Servant, who 
was Confident to this Princeſs, and of her own Religion, tho no Bigot 
to it, knew of this Treaſute, and was her Meſſenger to go from Time 
to Time to fetch a Prieſt of this mon to come-and celebrate * 
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hear her Confeſſion, and adminiſter the Communion at the Place of her 
Exile. This Lady falling dangerouſly ill all on a ſudden; of a violent 
Fever, with a ſort of Delirium, inſomuch that her Life was deſpaired 
of, the Servant, wko was her Confident, reveald in private to the Se- 
cretary the Treaſure that was depoſited with the Jeſuits, and of which 
he himſelf had been (as he ſaid) the Bearer. The Secretary informing. 
his Highneſs: of it, a little Council was held upon it, wherein *rwas 
reſolv d to ſend this Valet, as one not ſuſpected, to the Jeſuits, to de- 
mand this ſtrong Box, as if from the Princeſe, and to tell them that 
ſhe intended to make an Addition to it; and chat finding herſelf in- 


diſpos d, ſhe! deſired that one of the Fathers. woud come to her in 


three or four Days, His Highneſs thereupon ſent the Conſiaent with 
this Commiſſion, promiſing him a handſome Recompence if he executed 


it dextrouſſy. He undertook. it very willingly;; and thei Secretary with 
huis Servant, who was a Proteſtant, went alſo to Conſantinapie upon 
ſome pretended Buſineſs; but at the Bottom, to obſerve him as he 
entered and came from the Jeſiuts, that he might not be tempted to 
betray his Truſt, by flying with the Box when once he had it in 
Pioſſeſſion. Every thing happen d to their Wiſhes; the Treaſure was 
tranſlated from the Jeſuits to Chicheck-Meydan, where the Princeſs 


was dead at their Return. The Confeſſor arrived two Days after, and 


was very much ſurpris d to find her Corps already buried; and inſtead 
of the Box with Jewels and Money, her Heart in another, which iſhe 
had ordered when ſhe was dying to be depofited in cheir Convent; 


where it was carried accordingly, being accompanied by the Father,

In the mean While, the Patriarch Soupy went himſelf in Perſon to 
Aarianople, to reinſtate the three Prieſts who had been turned out of 


their Churches, by Ephraim, the Biſſiop of that Place; which, together 


with the great Progreſs of the Maſſionaries in converting the Armeni- 
ans, exaſperated the whole Body of the | Anti-Catholicks, and renew- 
ed the Noiſe and Complaints againſt him, the Prieſts and other Ar- 
meniant of his Patty: The Anti- Cathalicis, who ſaw with jealous Eyes 


the Jeſuits preaching in the Armenian Churches, under this Patriarch's 


Protection, accuſed ſeveral of the Principal Vertabietr, of holding Cor- 


teoſpondence, and entering into a Conformity of Sentiments and Mea 


fures with them; to reduce the whole Armenian Church under the Pope's = 
Obedience, and of being well paid for it; whereupon theſe Fathers 


abſtaind from preaching in the ſaid Churches, but continued to fre- 
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ſters of tlie Chriſtian Princes at the Porte in their Cauſe, preſented 
them the Circular Memorial in the Aopendiu. Tis cettain, that with 
in two or three Vears before, theſe Fathers had made extraordinary Num- 
bers of Proſalites, and ſeem d to want nothing, but to be ſuffered® by 

the Porte for à general Converſion; and what was very favourable 
to their. zealous: Undertaking was, that the pooteſt Armenians had 
complain d a long Time of che Dues they were oblig d to pay to the 
Cherch! for the Maintenance of their Prieffs, who! had no fixd Reve- 
nues; and the Rich were as much diſcontented at their frequent Fair 


and Abſtinence from Flefo,, Butter, Cheeſe, Se. which tired them. There 


was no Occaſion of other Arguments to inſpire theſo / People, ſo diflaris- 
fied with their own Church, with a Liking for one which opened its 
Arms gratis to receive the former, and afforded à thouſand Comforts 
and innocent Enjoyments in Life ro the latter, requiring but one Leni 
of forty Days in che Vear, and alleviated by the allowance of Milk, 
Butter, Fiſn, Cheeſe Gr. forbidden by the Hmm Prieſts almoſt 
during three Qyarters of the Near: Moreover, they publiſſi d a Probe. 
cx attributed to Nierſet, an ancient Armenian Patriarch,” promiſing that 


a Warlike Raman Nation ſhould one Day drive their Mahometan Ma- 


ſers, and re- eſtabliſi the Armeniaus in their former Power and Liber 
ty; which Prophecy had not a ſmall Influence on their Minds, and con- 
tributed pretty much to the Spiritual Conqueſts of the Miſſionaries. © 


Things being in this Poſture, ſeveral of che Anti- Cat halick Vertabiets 


and Prieſts; perceiving that theſe Fathers daily deptivd them by ſuch 
Means of a greater Number of their Spiritual Subjects, and that their

Befides theſe, the Pa- 
triarch Soupy, with his Vertabiet s, and ſeveral others, were ſeiz d and ſent 
to the Gallies, or rather to the Bagnio s, where they had the Liberty to 
ſee their Friends, and ſay their Maſſes. Biſhop: Ephraim, as a Recom- 
pence for his Eloquence, was pretty near getting the Patriarchal Bar- 
rat, but the neceſſary Money was wanting to purchaſe the greateſt 
Number of Votes; (for the Patriarchate is become as Venal amonz 
the Armenians, as among the Greeks) in which he fell ſhort of the 
Hertabiet Auidict, who, tho reckon'd a zealous Defender of the 
Armenian Rights, did not ſeruple (as they ſaid) to accept ſome Purſes 
rofer'd him by the contrary Party, on Condition, that when Patriarch 
— wou d not diſturb the Miſſionaries in the Propagation of the Catho- 
lick Faith: However it might be, he was elected, and got the Barrat, 
and ſoon aſter declard himſelf rather a more zealous Anti · Catholick 
than before, to the great Diſappointment of the Miſſionaries; for 
which Infidelity to them he paid very dear, as I ſhall note hereaſter.

In the mean while int the midſtof this Revolution, there was a pro- 
found Tradquiliry i Cynantineple; ir was not heard that the Forces 
of the Revelters committed the leaſt Diſorder; the Markets were held, 
and Shops opened us uſual; Juſtce was as well adminiſtred to the Pub- 
lick as ever; and the Guards to exumine the Victuals and Weights, or 
ro ſvarch for Drinkers of Wine in the Day time, or Fire in the Night, 
march d very regularly, and were even doubled. In ſhort, I dont re- 
member ke have ever heard leſs Noiſe, or ſeen more Seeurity reign in the 


Streets, Where; when the Army was form d, one might walk as freely as 


before. The Imums of the Moſques; and the Heads of the Revolution, 
exhorted the Malecontents not to render a good Cauſe bad by com- 
mitting any Diſorders, and the Troops punctually receiv d xheit Pay 
in Money; which they took from the Treaſures of the Moſqus d. 
Nothing more remarkable happen d till the 8th of Auguſt, when the 
People of Conſtantinoplè finding the Promiſes which che Sultan had 
made them, were ohly to gain Time, and amuſe them till he cou d 
ſurprize them with a ſuperior Force, held a great Council, wherein it 
was reſolved, that this? Prince having let Three Fridays paſs, without 
appeating before the Tribunal of God's Juſtice, had forfeited his Crown 
by the Law, and that they wou d go and depoſe him, and ſer ano- 
* on the Throne : Their Muphty countenanced this Reſolution as 


juſt with his Feta, and the Judgment in Writing was faſten'd to 


the End of a Pike, which a Faniæary catry d thro? the Army and Streets 
in Proceſſion, whilſt the Mucſins publiſn d the Contents and Deſign of 
it from the Minarets, and they fix d the next Morning for the March 


of the Troops; and as twas judged proper to leave at Conſtantinople 


a Man of Courage; and that cou d be truſted, for Caimacan, in the 
Place of the Viſer, who was to command the Army, Somebody ſaid that 
Aſſan Firally Baſhaw wou d be a fir Perſon, if he cou d be found; to 
this Intent the Vigier ſent ſome Tears, or Cryers, thro the City and 
Suburbs, and the Villages which border on the Srreights of the Black- 

Sea, to publiſh, that if {ſan Firally Baſhaw were hidden thereabouts, 

he ſhould ſnew himſelf boldly under the Protection of the Divan and 
People of Conſtantinople; which was offer'd him, and embrace the juſt 
Cauſe. - Upon the Summons he came out of a little Houſe near the 
Towers, where he had been long hidden in his * Harem; which, had 
it been ſuſpected by the Muphiy Feſulla Effendi, he had not deny d 


his Feta to the Emperor for the ſeizing his Perſon, even there. He 


was immediately named Caimacan with the Publick Applauſe, and then 
conſulted upon the preſent Juncture of Affairs. The next Day he aſſiſt- 
ed at the Council, which was held by the Army before they march d 
from the City; and as twas moved to ſer Thrahim, Couſin to Sultan 
Muſtapha, upon the Throne, according to the Deſire of great Part of 
the Army, he remonſtrated ſo eloquently that twou d be to violate 


the Order of Succeſſion, and ſpoil a good Cauſe, that they declared

this without murmuring or complaining in the leaſt at this Treatment. 

The Aga of the Janigaries, a better Soldier than Orator, made a 

ſhort Compliment to the new Emperor, ask d him, if he woud govern 

his People according to Law, reſide in Time of Peace at Conſtantinople, 

and deliver up Fe als Effendi to the Army, which was ready to obey 

him upon theſe Conditions: His Highneſs anſwer d, Jes; upon which 

they all cried unanimouſly, Live and reign; Sultan Achmet. This 

done, he was invited to go to the Army, to be proclaim'd/ and ſaluted 

Emperor; to which Intent he mounted upon a Horſe richly capariſon d, 

which was brought him for that Purpoſe, and rode thither in the midſt 

of theſe 8000 Men; and accompanied by ſome Officers of the Porte, 

and others, who had remain d with his Brother after his Flight. Being 

arriv d there, the Prime Viſier Achmet Baſhaus, after making an Ha- 

rangue ſuitable to the Subject, paid him his firſt Homage, as did the 

principal Heads, both of the Army and Dzvas theirs, in kiſſing the 

Bottom of his Robe; at the ſame time the Army, with one Voice, 

cried ſeveral times, Long live Sultan Achmet, Emperor of the Muſſul- 

mans; after which, he was reconducted to the Seraglio, with a mag- 

nificent Cavalcade, and ſerv'd as ſu en. & $136.

communicated my Obſeryation, ſaid, I ought to attrihhité to his 
Education in a Priſon. His Beard had not been permitted rd grow 
but ſince he had been proclaim d Emperor, and Was very fert; it 
being cuſtomary to ſhave the Ottoman Prinees during their Confine 
ment, as a Mark of their Subjection to the Emperor dene 
Being arriy d at 7pte, he diſmounted at the Gate of the Moſque be“ 
tween Ten and Eleven a- Clock, where being entred, he faid Prayers ; 
and aſter the Tmans had ſaid thoſe uſed on like Occaſions, 445; 
 Becktaſſe girded the Sabre about him, after the manner repreſented in 
the Print, N. XVII. B. Then taking from che Tulbendi Baſhaw, the 
Turbant, with the rich Plumes of Feathers: Which he held, he put it 
upon his Highneſs's Head, in the room of that which he had, Which the 
Caftangi Baſbaus, or firſt Valet de Chambre, took, and delivered to the 
Tulbenagi Baſhaw ;' afrer which Ceremonies, which were very ſhort; the 
Muphty made a Prayer, in which he begg'd of Heaven 0 let fall the Dew 
of his Bleſſing upon the Emperor's Perſon, and to proſper his Arms again 
the: Inf:dels; then he exhorted him tv extend, with' all his Might," thi 
Mahometan Faith, and to animate his Subjecis to the Obſervation'of' the 
Law by his own Example ; and at the ſame time preſenting him the 
Alcoran, which he held open, as repreſented in the ſaid Print, his 
Highneſs promiſed all this upon it; after which the Muphiy embrac' 


ſhaw, Cc. kiſs d his Sleeves hanging down, as repteſented in rhe 
ſame. Print. I have all theſe Particulars from my Piemome ae or 
Ttalianized Turk, who was very intimately acquainted with one of the 
Imans, who admitted him to ſee it. This done; the Cannons” of 
Tophana andother Parts of the City _— to play; and the Sultan came 
out of the Moſque, in the midſt of the Shouts or Acclamations of the Peo- 
ple and Army, and paſſed again between two Ranks of Jani garies and 
Spahis to the ne, having all the while the Sabre of the Prophet by 
his Side; which they there took from him, and brought back to 2. 
During the Ceremony, the Princes of the Blood, vir. the Emperor's 
Couſin {brahim, the three Sons of Sultan Muſtapha, Feſus, Muſtapha 
and Mabomet, who were in Waggons cover d like thoſe of the Women, 
and guarded by Eunuchs and Fanizaries, were carry'd to their A- 
partments in the great Seraglio; as well as the Harem of this new 
Emperor, who were conducted likewiſe guarded into theirs ; for (they 
faid) he had already receiv'd in Preſents above 100 young Slaves, Vir- 
gins, according to Cuſtom, from the Day of his being ſaluted Empe- 
ror by the Army, to that of his Arrival at Dahout Baſhaw, as well as 
a Number of fine Horſes. - Theſe Preſents are made by thoſe who 
aſpire at Employments, or deſire to preſerve thoſe they have already, 
and they encreaſe every Day; and moſt part of the Virgins that are 
preſented to the CErand Seignior are Circaſſians, as being the hand- 
ſomeſt, and the moſt brisk and ingenious of all that are near 7 — Up- 
on which, tis remarkable that the Sultan never marries any Woman; 
neither does he take for Odalicks, or Concubines, either the Daughters 
of any Mahometan Princes like himſelf, nor any of his Subjects; thoſe 
who compoſe his Harem being all bought. Nevertheleſs, they ſay, 
there are ſome ambitious poor Turks, who having handſome Daughters, 
bring them up to / pleaſe, play upon Inſtruments, ſing, dance, careſs, 
Sc. (as they do the Slaves that are deſigu d for Great Men) by 
treating ſecretly with thoſe who make a Profeſſion of Teaching theſe

out but to preceed or follow the Grand Stignir, when he goes to 
Adrianaple, or to any of his Palaces upon the Baſpborus, (more: fre- 
quently to Hentaty - Serai, or Avai-Serdi, than any other) and then they 
ate e by a Froop of Black Eunuchs to che Boats, which are 
coyered and cloſed. on all ſides. with narrow Lattices; or if they are 
to go to Adrianople they are put into Chariots cloſed in the ſame 
manner, and Signals are placed by Land and by Water, ax certain 
Diſtances: from the Places whete they get into Chariots, or enter into 
the Boats, to give Notice that no body muſt approach. The Publick 
are made to Keep yet at a gteat Diſtance by the ſame ſort of Signals, 
twice or thrice in the Lear, when the Grand Stignior gives them tlie 
Liberty of the Helleit, or the Diverſion of walking in the Garden of 
the Seragho, notwithſtanding that the Walls are very high and without 
Windows; and the Garden is but one general Foreſt of Cypreſſes, Law- 
rels; and other Trees, always green, and ſufficient to hide them from 
the moſt penetrating Sight. No entire Man! muſt approach within a 
Quarter of a Mile of them; and before they enter into the Garden, ſome 
of the Capi Kiabaſys, or White Eunuths, who have the Charge over the 
Lahoglams and Agiam Oglams, c. dreſſed as (c) in the Print, N. XX. 
walk round it, to ſee if there are none of thoſe who ate under rheit 
Tuition in it, or any others ; and if they find any one, be it who it 
will, except the Black Eunuchs, they make him retire; and aſter ha- 
ving ſearched throughout the Garden, and the Apartments that look 
upon it, their Chief gives Notice to the Kiſſar Aga, who is dreſs d as 
(6) in the ſame Print, that the Paſſages are free; aſter which the 
latter takes them out of their Apartments, and leads them to walk. 
Above roo other Eunuchs watch all the Viſtas, and Windows of the 
Seraglio, that have a view of this Garden; and when theſe Women have 
a mind to repoſe themſelves, they are conducted to a magnificent 
Kiost, where ſome of the Maid Slaves, who are not Concubines, bring 
them the Herbet, Sweetmeats, Perfumes and Odoriferous Waters. 
Tis eaſy to judge, that IJ have theſe Particulars only from the Report 
of ſome Eunuchs. This Kiosk is the loftieſt of any in the Seraglio; 
ir has neither any Entrance or Paſſage out, but by a Door made in 
the Garden Walls to which it joins. It conſiſts of three large Cham- 
bers, furniſh d with rich Sopha's, the Pavement whereof is wholly co- 
ver d with Perſian Carpets, and before the Windows are Lattices, 
which ſuffer them to ſee without being ſeen. N. B. That no White 
Eunuch is permitted to appear before them; and he that is repre- 
ſented upon the Print, is but as a Meſſenger to the Kiflar Aga, to 
give him Notice that all the Avenues are free from People, and thar 
e may let the Sultaneſſes (a) out when he will; and one may ſay, that 
they have leſs Liberty than any of the Tarki/ſs' Women in the whole

And aſter they have ſervd Seven or Right ears they obtaig their 


Jurte, if they turn Mabometans m or olſe to fręed / Chriſtian Slaves. 
Theſe Slaves, as well as the Women, born in Turky, who are con- 
ſequently free, heing educated as if chey were horn Slaves, are not 
ſenſible of the great Liberty allow d to thoſe in Ghri/tondom: as of our 
Comedies, Opeta's, Balls, publick Entertainments, c. and they are 
only unhappy; in this Reſpect, in our Imaginations.

As to their Marriages, they are generally by civil Contract, which is 
made before the Parties have ſeen or known one another, any otherwiſe 
than by the Report of old Women, who go from the Houſe of the Lo- 
ver to that of his Miſtreſs, and their firſt Interview is on the Wedding 
Night. The Contractors are the Fathers, or Mothers in default of 
them, or their neareſt Relations in default of both: For inſtance, 
a Turk who has a Son Marriageable, who is generally ſo, at Thir- 
teen, Fourteen; or Fifteen, asks his Neighbour, whether he has a 
Daughter fit to be married, and he will contract for his Son? And 
if he is willing, they agree upon the Conditions, and then taking each 
of them a Witneſs, they go to the Cady of the Place, who draws up 
the Agreement or Contract. Upon their return Home, they give

Gallery; with Lattices before ir, -fot the Women; (1) () ate Two 
Desks; ( the Windows of the Church; (9) the Seat for che firſt 
Interpreter to the Porte; (m) is the Bapriſmal: Font; (x) the Plate 
where the Church Revenues are ſet down. All che Figures repreſent- 
ed in the Inſide of the Church ate painted, and not cat d, for Rea- 
ſons before · mention d.

N. XXIII. repreſents the Patriarch, as he appears on ſolenin Days, 
with the Tiara on his Head. The Metropolitans and Prieſts, when 
they officiare, are dreſs' d as the two Figures (6) and (c) in the Print 
XXII. he with his Back turn d is the ſame Perſon; the Deacons and 
Sub-deacons, as (4) (e), the firſt reading the Goſpel, the ſecond 
holding a Cenſer. The ſquare Ornament that is faſtened to his Right 
Side is calld 'Troyoraror.

After Mahomet IT. had taken Conſtantinople, he continued to the pa- 


triarchs the ſame Preſents that rhe Grecian Emperors were uſed to make 


them, on their coming to the Crown, viz. a Paſtoral Staff of Silver, 
a White Horſe, and 400 Ducats in Gold: Which, as I have already 
obſerved elſewhere, the Greek: Ecclefiaſlieks have ſacrificed to their 
Ambition, by putting the Patriarchate and other Church Dignities, 
as ĩt were, to Auction, to depoſe one another. For Inſtance, if a Ca. 
| doyeros has a mind to ſucceed a deceaſed Patriarch, or ſupplant a li- 
ving one, the greateſt Expence he need be at, is to borrow a Sum of 


Money of a Merchant or Few, at an exorbitant Intereſt, and give it 


to ſuch and ſuch Biſhops, who have moſt Credit in the Church, to 


influence them to find the reigning Patriarch unworthy of his Dignity. 


Theſe, being well paid for it, carry their Complaints to the Porte againſt 
him, which tis not difficult for them to find Grounds for; as, that he 
Free the Clergy with Taxes that he lays upon them, eſpecially 
if he has nothing of his own; to give Weight to theſe Complaints, and 
to the Vocation of the Candidate, they accompany them with a good 
Sum of Money, which turns the Scale of the Porte in his Favour. 
The Barrat is diſpatched for him, as ſoon as the Sum is disbuts d, in

Houſhold, with ſeveral Merchants; at the third were thoſe of the 
meaner ſort, as Clock-makers- and other Tradeſmen, either of that 
Nation, or protected by it; the fourth was thoſe Franciſcans who 
loſt cheir Church at Glata, and lodged ſince in a Houſe adjoining to 
the French Palace; this was for 50 Fryars, both of their Order, and 
of rhe Dominicuns and Capuchins at Galata. In a word, every thing 
was ſuitable to the Geneèroſity and Greatneſs of Soul natural to this 
Ambaſſador; who, without queſtion, made one of the fineſt Figures that 
any Ambaſſador of his Nation had made at Conftantinople ; even to the 
having 7alian and French Comedians and Muſicians, which I believe no 
other ever had bur himſelf. In the mean time Fountains ran with Wine 
by his Order for the Publick who drank it, whether Chriſtians or cus; 
and there were Servants diſpoſed up and down on both ſides of his 
Gate, witk Coffer · Ariel, or Pots full of Coffee, ready for the Tarks. 


The Healths of the Royal Family were ſcarce all drunk, and the 


Diſcharge of ſome Patteraroes and Culverins thrice heard, when M. 
Mu uru Cordato came from the Vier or Grand Seignior, to bid them fire 
no more; becauſe: there were ſome Swtaneſſes in the Seraglio, who 
were ready to Lye- in. His Excellency anſwer d, that his Patteraroes 
and Culverins did not make half the Noiſe that łhe Cannon which 
were fired every Day byi Ships entting the Port did, and which were 
conſequently much nearer dem. Mauro Cordato reply d, I did not 
ask the Reaſon, and I with they may be contented with your Ex- 
celleneys Anſwer, and ſo returud.

In the mean while, Prince Tekely was very uneaſy at ſeeing himſelf 

neglected, both by France and the Porte, and at Prince Ragotstys ay 
proclaim'd Prince of Tranſilvania by the \ Hungarians, who took nt 
more Notice of their ancient Chief than if he had been dead: On this 
Account he ſolicited the Court of Franre by Letters, and the Embuſſa- 
dor by his Servants, to uſe all their Credit to procure him at leaſt 


the Liberty he enjoy d formerly, or elſe Leave to retire into Chriſten- 


dom; for which Purpoſe he demanded a Penſion of the Firſt, as was af- 
terwards diſcovered. The Jeſuits, eſpecially Father Branconnier, were 
obſerved to take ſeveral Journies backwards and forwards from Ga//a- 
ta to the Field of Flowers, Prince Tekely's Manſion, without any one's 
being able to dive into the Subject of theſe frequent: Motions. Some 
thought that they made him a Cloak for their Converſions at 7/nimight'; 
others that theſe Fathers (being no leſs verſed in Temporals than 8 
rituals) executed ſome ſecret Commiſſion for the French Embaſſador 
with his Highneſs, relating to Hungary; and that to avoid giving 
Umbrage to the Porte, which might be prejudicial to the Prince, 
as before, his Excellency forbore ſending his Secretary, or any of his 
Houſhold: But Eight Months afterwards, twas found (as will be ſeen 
by the Sequel) that the Viſits of theſe Jeſuits were principally intend- 
ed to engage the Prince to embrace the Catholick Religion, and that 
a Voyage which Father Branconnier took to France, a little after, was 
to procure him wherewith to profeſs it openly in the French Domini- 
In the Month of April we had an Account in the Gazette of Viewna, 
of a conſiderable Defeat of the Hungarians by the Imperialiſts, where 
Mr. de Fierville, who commanded the French Troops, was taken Pri- 
ſoner, and Prince Ragotsky (as was ſaid) had only ſavd himſelf by an 
expeditious Flight, with the Principal Hungarian Officers, having al- 
ways expoſed (as was added) the Foreigners to the hotteſt Fire, and 
greateſt Danger. Mr. Deſallures was then upon the Road for Hun- 
gary, with ſome Supplies of Money, but, luckily for him, was ſtop'd at 
13 releas d afterwards, and had juſt reach d Temeſwaer, on 
the Day this Action happen d. Some Time aſter, being in Hun- 
gary, he receiv d Orders, by the Way of Conſtantinople, to inform Prince 
Ragotsky and the other Great Men and Officers of his Army, that 


they wou d always hazard more than it was worth, in coming to a 


pitch d Battle with the Emperor s regular Forces; but that twere better 


to try to conquer and deſtroy them by Degrees, by haraſſing and ti- 


ring them out, cutting off and intercepting their Proviſions, imitat- 
ing the Conduct of that famous Roman, Fabius Cunctator.

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Some time after, the Grand Shen went with a Part of his Court to 
take the Air near the Village of Belgrad. His Tents wete pitched near 
a Baſon or Reſervatory of Water, call d Valid“ Houſe; he was ſitting up- 
on the Side of the Baſon in a Pavillion, a ſort of Hall built of Wood, 
open on all Sides, cover d with a Roof, and furniſh'd with a rich S 
and thought of nothing bur enjoy ing himſelf in all the Pleaſures which 
that Place afforded. In the mean time, ſeveral Zanizarres,. Salus and 
' £ebedgis, had long been violently. en againſt his Highneſs, 
on Account that he (fearing leſt they ſhou'd dethrone him, as they 
had his Brother) had caus d to be ſtrangled, cut in Pieces, and thrown 
into the Sea, the braveſt of their Fellow Soldiers; of which they coun- 
ted to the Number of 12000 ſince; che depoſing of Sultan Muſtapha. 
They had for ſome time ſought an Occaſion. to puniſh his ctuel Suſpi- 
cions by the very thing he dreaded, and were reſolved to take Advan- 
tage of this Opportunity which his Abſence ſeem'd to offer them; to 
this Purpoſe they aſſembled upon Ermeydan, with an Intent to ſeize up- 
on the Seraglio, and proclaim, Ibrahin, 6 in his! Lie 
There were already 15000 of them, and their Numbers. increaſed con- 
ſiderably ; when they ſaw their Deſign. miſcarry by being. diſcover d. 
The new Viſier, Ali Baſhaw, one of the moſt affectionate Miniſters which 
this Emperor had, having had Notice of their Revolt from the ficſt 
Minute they began to aſſemble, diſparch'd his. Xza:a' to Belgrade, the 
Village juſt now mentioned, to inyite the Sultan to repair incontinently 
to his Palace; which he did with ſo much Diligence, that he was there 
in leſs than Five Hours after the Departure of the Expreſs. The Seraglio 
was carefully guarded; by the Baſtangis, who were the leaſt ſuſpected; 
aud the Viſier, the Janiſſar Aga, with ſeveral of the moſt truſty Offi- 
Ccers, diſtributing Money very generouſly, and Orders very ſeaſonably 
amongſt the Janixaries, and other Soldiers that they coud ſooneſt draw 
together, led them againſt rhe Malgcontents, who ſoon diſpers d them- 
ſelves. There were but about 50 taken, who, upon Promiſe of their 
Lives, impeached their Ring - leaders; amongſt which were one Ian 
Efendi, a Mulla the Naſzir Aga, who. had been a Surveyor: of che 
Waters, and a Cady of Gallata, all Three out of Employment; who 
had hid themſelves, but were found out and beheaded. bein; ge. 
In Auguſt, the Motives of the Feſuzts frequent Viſits; to Prince Tekely 
were made publick ar Conftantinople, after having. been rendered before 
ſo in France by their Superior, Father Branconnier, Who was juſt come from 
making a Voyage thither for the Temporal. Intereſts of this Prince. 
The Gazette of Vienna gave us the firſt; Information that he had abjur d 
Lutheraniſm, and embrac'd the Roman Religion, at the Perſuaſion of 
thoſe Fathers, who are ſo zealous for the Propagation of that Faith;

for the Braſs ones. Having the Curioſity to enquire whence they had 
been taken? they anſwered, ſome had been found in breaking up old 
Pieces of Foundations, to build a Houſe at Mehemed, a ſmall Town 
there abouts, the reſt in tilling the Ground and digging of Gardens. 
On the 3d; the Wind being tolerably fait, we weighed: Anchor, and 
arrivd on the 7th Old, and the 18th New Stile, at Bartelana. This 
City; according to the Antients, owes its Foundation to Hercules the 
Egyptian, 1678 Years befote the Chriſtian Ara. Tis averr'd by the 
Spaniſh Authors, that this Hercules was loo Kd upon by the Spaniards 
as a Doer of great and worthy Actions: A Jeſuit Þ (of this Nati- 
on) ſays of him, that they advanced him to the Numbet of the Gods 
out of Gratitude, confecrated him a Temple, and paid him Divine 

Honours; the ſame Author adds, that even Strangers offer d Sactifices - 
upon his Tomb, after their Example, crowding there from all Parts 
of the World, both to the great Profit of the Prieſts, and Credit of the 
Temple, which grew every Day more and: more famous. Some lock- 
ing for its Foundation in later Times, aſerib d it to Amilcar Bartins, 
a Carthagenian Commander, who repair d it 230 Years: before the 
Birth of Jeſus Chriſt; the Romans. making themſelves Maſters of it, 
kept it till the gth Age, when it was taken from them by the Hi. 
goth. After theſe, the Moors invading > brought it under their 
Juriſdiction, and it remain d fo till cher 8th Century, when they were 
driven thence by Charlemain, who: gayecit: to one Bernara, with the 
Title of Count. The Governors of it were but Titular Counts till 873, 
vhen Charles the Bald made a Preſent of it co M iaeſrm, the firſt So- 
-vereign Earl of it, and his Deſcendants: poſſeſs d it as ſuch till 1137; 
when Raymund, having married Petranella, only Daughter of Rami- 
reg, the 2d King of Arragon, united it. to that Crown; together with 
Catalonia; and this Family was in Being till 1410, when, Marti dy- 
ing without Iflue, Ferdinand the firſt ſir : named the Zuft; King of Ca. 
tile, ſucceeded him, and the Barcelumians not being able to ſuffer a Fo- 
"reign: Yoke} were governed a long while democratically; till at laſt 
they threw themſelves into the Arms of the Houſe of Anjau, one of whom 
they conſtitured their Sovereigus, by Virtue: of the Alliance of Folanda,

them our anew. However it Was, her Image was cloathed in a Robe 
1 rich Stuff, whoſe Ground was Silver, embelliſh d with Jewels, 
ingeniouſly ſet in Order, with a ſine Necklace of large well · colour d Pearls, 
Bracelets of Rubies, made aſter the Eaſtern Faſhion, and a Majeſtick 
Crown upon its Head, enriched withche ſame. Not to mention ſeveral great 
Silver Candleſticks, of different Sizes, that were ranged upon the high 
Altar, beſides divers large Lamps of the ſame Metal that hung down 
from the vaulted Roof, Numbers of Vows, conſiſting of Heads, Feet, 
Hands, and other Parts of the Body, which were afſixed round about the 
Altar, with Inſcriptions declaring the Miracles ſhe had wrought in 
healing theſe Parts, when afflicted with Diſeaſes otherwiſe incurable; 
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and Pictures, ſome repreſenting Men ſav'd from Shipwreck, others 
Women with Child delivered by invoking this Virgin, in Labours 


that ſeem'd mortal. The City in general deſerves to be rank d in the 


Number of fine Ones, being ſpacious, and well peopled; conſidering 


it is in Spain. Its Streets are broad and ſtrait ; and it has an Univer- 


ſity that is pretty famous, and one of the moſt frequented in tlie King- 
dom; beſides a Supreme Tribunal of Juſtice, and another of the In- 


quiſition, which is held in the Palace of the antient Kings of Arragon, 
an Ediſice very ordinarily built. It has alſo a rich Hoſpital, a tolera- 
ble ſine Stone Bridge, and another of Wood, only inferior to it in 
this Reſpect, if it does not ſurpaſs it in Beauty, as I thought it did. 
A Predmonteſe Officer, with whom T became acquainted at the Inn 
where I lodged, being about to take a Journey to Tarragona, I reſol- 
ved to bear him Company to ſee that City; my Fellow Traveller had 
gone with us, but he waited for Letters from che Eng General, in 
Anſwer to thoſe of his Maſter ; and having ingratiated himſelf with his 
Excellency's Butler, who entertained him with the beſt Wines the 
Country afforded, which (as he ſaid) he prefer d to thoſe in Turky 


9 I was not of the ſame Opinion, they being too luſcious an 


rong) he did not much ſollicit his Diſpatches. We ſet out on the 24th 
about the Evening, and travelling Night and Day, not being encoù- 
raged to ſtop by our Quarters on the Road, which were every where 


very bad, as well as the Beds; which may be truly call'd Garriſons for 


Lice and Fleas, we teach d Tarragona the 27th; tho at leaſt as far from 
Saragoſſa as Barcelona; that is to ſay 150 Spaniſo Miles, which are much 
of the ſame, Length as 'Eng/i/h: Ones. The Officer carried me to a 
pretty tolerable Inn; but not caring to truſt the Sheets, I ordered 
ſome Straw to be laid upon the Floor, and made Amends for my 
Loſs of Sleep. I ſtay d there but till the 28th, Time enough to take 
a View of it. This City has nothing more to recommend it than 
its Antiquity, having been founded by the Seipios, and giving 
Name to the Tarragone/e Hain; it has an Univerſity little frequent - 
ed, and à Biſhoprick, whoſe Revenue is , geen but 
both the Cathedral and other Churches are Edifices not at all 'agree- 
able, tho they abound in Sacred Ornaments and Utenſils. Hav- 

ing ſeen all that was remarkable here, I ſet out for Barcelona, 
where, being arriv'd, my Landlord's Son perſwaded me to viſit Mont- 


Montſe· erat, ¶ which he exroll'd to me as One of the Wonders of the World.

He was going thither out of a Principle of Piety, to deſire ſome Fa- 


lius Mons of Vours of che Maduna of that Place, and return her Thanks for the 
the Antients. Cure of a lon Sickneſs, durii which: he had in vok d her, and 
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there a Church, accompanied with a Monaſtery: ſuſſiciently known; 
the Place whereon it ſtands is like a Heap of e R are to- 
gether, whoſe Tops riſe a great Height into the Air, as repreſented 
in my Map A of the Mediterranean. Upon theſe Rocks, beſides the 
Church dedicated to the Madona, N. 1, and a Chappel to St. Michael, 
are eleven Grottos, call d Hermitages, conſecrated, N. to the Trinity, 
N. 3 to the Creſt, N. 4 to Feſus Chriſt, N. 5 to St. Fohn Baptiſt; 
N. 6. to St. Dymas, N. 7 to St. 1 „ N. $co St. . 9 
to St. Jerome, N. 10 to St. Anne, N. 11 to St. Catherine, N. 12 to 
St. Magdalen. This Mountain, fo: canton d out, has pretty much the 
Air of Mount Athos, tho nor ſo pleaſant nor fertile; and the Devotion 
paid to theſe Places is very great, it being counted meritorious to take 
the Pains to climb up thither ; a Fatigue which I only underrook in 
reſpect of the Church of the Madona, and the Chappel of St. Micha- 
el, which are more remarkable for what they contain, than the Beauty 
of their Structure. The Statue of the firſt, which is the principal Ob- 
zeR, is pretty well carved, and draws thither ſuch an incredible Con- 
courſe of Suppliants, from a Belief of her miraculous healing Power, 
that her Church is become much too little to contain them, eſpecially 
on the Days of her Feſtival, when they come even from the moſt di- 
ſtant Parts; it is dreſs'd and crown very richly. The Church abounds 
with precious Ornaments, as Altar-Cloths, Prieſtly Veſtures,  Chalices; - 
Croſſes, Candleſticks, Lamps, and other Vows and Preſents, the Pro- 
duct of the pious Acknowledgment: of divers Perſons: There are like- 
' wiſe to be ſeen faſtened to the Wall, the votary Figures of feveral hu- 
man Limbs, as Heads, Arms, Legs, ec. of Silver, or ſome other Ma- 
terials ; with Pictures teſtifying that they are the Signs of the Cures 
obtain d of her, by the Prayers of choſe who hung chem there, after 
having been afflicted in thoſe Limbs, with Diſeaſes not to be remov d 
y the Art of Man. This Journey took us up bur four Days, both in 
going and retur nig 997 nn DD af | iS 
Having ſatisfy d my Curioſity, as much as the Time that I remain'd in 
it wou'd permit, I left Barcelona on the 2d of September, and embark d 
for Genog on the Worceſter, which catry d thither Col. Harriſon, diſ- 
patch'd by General. Stanbope on Account of the Battle of Saragoſſa; 
and the Wind, for which he had ſtay'd for ſome Days, not proving 
very fayourable afterwards, we did nor arrive at this City till the 11th. 
T ſhall make no Addition to my former Remarks upon it, in my Travels 
there in, 1697; tho in Complaiſance to the Enghifo Officers, I took a 
View of the Arſenal, ſome Palaces, and other Places which they were 


defirous of ſeeing. Having ſpent four Days wy agreeably with them, 
I ſer out for Leghorn, which I bad leſt on one fide-when before in Italy: 


I arriv'd there on the 25th, and was much pleas d with a View of it. 
Its Houſes are generally as magnificent as at C. but the Stteets are : 
incomparably larger and handſomer; the Bagno, or Priſon for the Slaves, 

is the fineſt Lever yet met with. The City is divided by the Sea into ſe- 
veral Parts, of which it forms a ſort of Iſlands, by:divers Canals cut after 
the Manner of the Hollangers; which, with the great deep Dicch that 
ſurrounds the Walls, contribute no leſs to its Convenience! than Secu- 
rity, by affording the Inhabitants the means both of receiving within, 


and ſending out their Merehandize and other Necęſſaries. 


I reſolv d here to go by Land ro Naples, and embark thete for Malta, 
hearing that the Saica miſlaid was in this latter Place, in ordet᷑ to return 
with her into the Levant. I departed hence on the 29th, and fer * 


Hour, and was (as I am inform d) admitted ſince into his Cloſet with- 


nor ſuffering me do vloſe my Ryes during the Time we were going

Its Altar and Tabernacle were conſiderably advanced ; and I believe 1 
may repeat it without exaggerating, that nothing Tan be more beauti- 
ful or magnificent of its kind, being a Compoſition of hardly any 
thing bur Jewels. The Pillars are of Lapis Lazuli, and of the face * 
valuable Diaſpro; cho moſt precious of which have Chapiters ſurpti- 
zingly rich, cruſted over with Gems, as Pearls and Rubies,” in Wich

the Ingenuity of the Workmanſnip vies with the Materials.” 
In che Afternoon I paid my Reſpects to Dr. Newton, then Miniſter 
at the Grand Duke's Court for her Majeſty Queen Anne; and I paſsd 


the Remainder of the Day very agreeably with him. The Reputation 
he had of being a great Vrtuoſo, made the then Fope (who was him- 


ſelf one) deſirous to ſee him; which the Doctor in Civility was willin 


to comply wich, if he might be diſpens d with che Ceremony of Kifling 


the Slipper, and kneeling; Mr. Tulman being then at Nome, and ac- 
quainted with it by ſome Ecclefiaſticks of his Holinefs's Retinue, they

The Sulphur, Allum, 
and Green and Red Vitriol that are dug out of it, are almoſt half prepa- 
red by Nature, before they are taken out of the Bowels of the Earth. 
Being ſo high, we went to view a Convent of Capuchms not far diſtant" 
hence, with a Church belonging to it conſecrated to St. Tanuarius, who 
(as they ſay) was beheaded upon the Spot whereon this is built: A great 
Ornament of it is a Marble Altar, with a Baſſo Rehevo, whereon is repre- 
ſented the Hiſtory of the Martyrdom of this Saint. There is befides 
an excellent Buſt made for him. The Fathers were very complaiſant, 
and conducted us into their Garden, where they made us obſerve a 
large Ciſtern, whoſe Structure was very bold, its Vault being ſuſtain d 
by only one Pillar: It is entirely ſurrounded with a well cemented 
Wall, which (they told us) ſecures it from the Infection of the ſul- 
phurous and malignant Vapours in the Neighbourhood. They ſnewd 
us likewiſe near this Garden a vaſt Grotto that runs under the Convent, 
and reach d formerly from the Lake Agnano ro Pugæoli, and fo ſaved the 


Labour of croſſing the Mountain which contains the Sulphur Mine, 


and which we deſeended in order to go into the City. A little before 
we arrived there, we ſaw the Amphitheatre of the old Pugroli, which 
has retain d a great deal of its ancient Form, notwichſtanding the 
Length of Time, and frequent Eatthquakes whoſe Shocks it has endu- 
red. As the Ponds call'd Centum Cellæ or the Hundred Cells, and by 
the People Labyrinth, are not far diſtant, 'we went to view them, and 
found them not unworthy of the Praiſes they have receiv'd from ſo ma- 
ny Travellers. Being come to the modern City, which is (as they 
will have it) but a Part of the ancient One, in the midſt of which 
was the Amphitheatre; we viſited amongſt other Things the Cathedral, 
formerly the Temple of Auguſtus, according to the Inſetiption in the

throughout its Structure; its Body is of great Square Marble Stones, 
and lofry Pillars of the ſame ſuſtain its Arched - Roof; beſides which, 
it is adorned in the Inſide wich fine Paintings, c. The Form of the 
ancient Temple is ſtill viſible on the Out · ide. We ſpent the reſt of the 
Day in ſeeing whar was elſe moſt remarkable in the Place, and took 
up our Lodging there thar Night; the next Morning riſing early, and 
having fortify'd ourſelves with a good Breakfaſt, we ſer out for Cuma, - 
being reſolv d ro view whatever was moſt curious upon the Road and 


in tie Neighbouthood, and to go from thence to Miſena and Baia on 


the fame DBeſign. In our way thither we paſsd by the Remains of 
the Temples of Dina and Neprunus, Mount Gaurus and the Lake La- 
crenus, by the Jybnlas Grotto, and the Lake Avernus, the Ruins that 
they ſhew for thoſe of a Temple conſectated to polo, and ſeveral 
Baths here and there. By the drops Felix or Happy Arab, that noble 


Remnant of the Noman Grandear, which was certainly a Gate of the 
once Famous City of Cuna, to which the Ruins which we met, after- 


wards were by no means anſwerable, and are not fo much now as a 
Village; the moſt conſiderable of them were two Buildings almoſt 
entire, the firſt of which they call without any Foundation the Tem-

the Mouths from whence theſe Stones and Aſhes had been caſt up; the 


largeſt might be about 40 Fathoms deep as near as coud be judg d 
by che Bottom, which we cou d diſtinguiſh, every Thing being then 
ſtill, and the Smoke ſo little as not to hinder us; tho nevertheleſs the 


ſulphurous Smell that iſſued from this Abyſs: was ſo offenſive, that 


twas impoſſible to look long into it. We cou d not however perceive 
any other Thing coming out of theſe Mouths, which ſometimes belchi 
out ſuch dreadful and large Torrents of Fire, then ſome little glimmet- 
ing Light riſing up from the Bottom now and then without noiſe, and 
* immediately to give Hlace to other Flaſhes which ſeem'd 
like thoſe of Lightning. I was ſinee informed, that in the Month of 
July, 1707, this Mountain began to ſend forth ſome Flaſhes of Fire, 
which foretold, or were the Forerunners of the great Eruption that 


happened on the 28th; when it vomited or caſt up with a terrible 


Noiſe, and an incredible Impetuoſny, large flaming. Stones; and con- 
tinued to hurl out ſtill larger and larger, and in greater Quantities for 
ſeveral Days, and aſterwards it abated by degrees of its Violence, 
throwing up leſſer and leſſer Stones, and in ſmaller Quantities for ſeveral 
other Days, till it entirely ceas d; and as I ſaid, that about this Time 
the Iſlands, of which Ive ſpoken in my Account of Twrky, roſe out from 
the Bottom of the Sea, ſome imagin d a Communication between them; 
theſe Hurling, Lightning and Thundering, (if I may ſo call them) hap- 
pen d at the ſame Time that the Kingdom of Naples chang'd its Maſter, 
and the Neapolitant, whoſe fickle and turbulent Temper is ſufficiently 
known, then ſignalizd it, in throwing down, deſtroying and breaking 
into an almoſt infinite Number of Pieces, the ſine Equeſtrian Statue 
that had been erected in this City; to the Honour of Phils the

vour d my Curioſity, they almoſt fought who ſhould be my Water= _ 
men; the Cara votery pick d out eight of them who carry d me there. . 
I was extreamly pleas'd with che Sight of two Gulphs, which waſh on 
the North-Eaſt and South-Weſt a kind of Peninſula, on which ſtood _ 
the City, forming ſtill there two noble Harbours on both Sides of the 
Iſthmus; the Wind being ſmall, and the Sea ſo quiet, I could ſee at the 
Bottom divers noble Pieces of Marble of Columns. The Peninſula 
ſeems to be made ſuch by Art, of the Rubbiſh of Stone Bridges or 
Moles deſtroyed by the Ravages of Time and War. The artificial Iſth- 
mus is pretty near two Miles, both in Breadth and Length; for there was 
formerly, according to ancient Authors, an Iſland whereupon ſtood 
the ſo much extoll d by Strabo, and others, Cygieum, where lay now 
its Ruins of Walls fallen by large Pieces, and (the Cement of which 
is harder than the Stone) divers Heaps of broken Columns, Chapiters, 
Architraves, Oc. one upon another; in a word, a tich Chaos of Ma” 
41 N terials, 
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terials, tho the moſt entire have been cartĩed away by the Turi, as well 
as the Inſcriptions by Travellers;/ ot which latter have rather been pa- 
liſh d out by the firſt, who don t teſpect theſe ſpeaking Proofs of An- 
tiquity, to adapt the Stones to their Moſques and other Buildings.

Happy had ir been for this Part of the World, if Cardinal Portocarrere, 
inſtead” of forging a Will, which is the Cauſe of the Evils it is going 
to be expoſed to, had engaged the Madona of Monſerrat to work the 
Miracle of giving an Heir to the deceaſed King, or at leaſt had adhered 
to the Partition-Treaty made between King William III. and Louis XIV.

Hitherto [taly, the Swit gers, and Northern Princes, have ſtood neu- 
ter; Portugal is highly careſſed by France and Spain, and an Alliance 
between thoſe Three Crowns is very much apprehended here; the 
French King ſhews little Regard to England and Holland, eſpecially 
the former, on whom he pretends to impoſe a King, contrary to the 
Treaty of Ryſwick, and many Acts of its Parliament, by proclaiming. 
as ſuch the pretended Prince of Wales, immediately after the Death of 
James II. which happen d a little while ago at St. Germain en Laye: 
This has ſo irritated the Nation againſt him, that all the Counties 
have addreſſed his Britannick Majeſty; and offered him their Lives and 
Fortunes againſt a Prince whom no Treaties can bind, (to uſe their Terms.) 
Theſe two Powers have renewed their Alliance with the Emperor, and will 
have at leaſt a Partition of the Spaniſh Monarchy; to that End, they 
arm powerfully by Sea and Land; a Fleet of 60 Sail is already at Sea, 
and above 100000: Men on the Frontiers of Spaniſh Flanders, which on 
the other Side is full of French, Spaniſh; and Bavarian Troops; for 
the Elector of Bavaria has joined with theſe two Nations againſt the 
Emperor. In the mean time, the Imperaliſts have performed Wonders 
on the Side of Italy, under Prince Eugene, who has made his Way over

The 
Court of Vienna became ſo diſturbed after the Arch-Duke's Departure, 
that the Emperor falling ſick a little after, there were ſo many In- 
trigues and Factions, that the Foreign Miniſters knew not whom to 
apply to for their Maſters Affairs; and when his Imperial Majeſty re- 
covered, he found his Court ſo divided, and the Parties ſo ſet one 
againſt another, that he had much ado to recover his Authority. The 
new Emperor's Qualities being quite oppoſite to thoſe of his Father, 
it is very probable that, inſtead of gaining to himſelf Friends and Par- 
tizans in the Empire, he will make himſelf Enemies; and this great 
Mixture of contrary Intereſts coming to embroil the Court of Vienna, 
muſt neceſſarily cauſe ſome Alteration on Affairs that depend on it, or 
at leaſt ſome Delay. As he was always of Opinion to grant the De- 
mands of the Hungarian Malecontents, that he might ſend all his Forces 
into Trab, and go to Rome and cauſe himſelf to be crowned there, 
tis not to be doubted likewiſe, but he has ſent to offer them all the 
Articles they asked; but the ill Opinion the World has of him, and 
the little Dependance that is to be made on his Word, will probably 
be a great Hindrance to the Accommodation.
